The two little lambB, however, appeared again In a 
perpendicular crevicc*near the summit of the rock, and, 
bleating piteously, skipped over Buch seemingly inac¬ 
cessible places, that they resembled flies gliding rapidly 
up a wall. This was the signal of many wild shouts; 
for, although most of the boys were good marksmen, 
the sudden unlooked for appearance of this noble game 
unnerved them and they shot wide of the mark. Thus 
it came about that 'we had no tender wild mutton for 
our dinner, 

A few words in this place relative to these animals 
may be of interest. A full-grown ram is as large as a 
good-sized domestic calf. Its coat of hair resembles in 
texture and color that of deer, being coarse and of a 
gray color.' The horns are stout and curved backward, 
as in a domestic sheep, with the exception that they are 
much larger. The female possesses them also, being 
straighter and shorter. Hunters say that in descending 
from a rocky cliff they throw themselves sometimes 
over fifty feet, alighting on their horns, which are so 
elastic that the animal bounds into the air and alights 
on his feet. This is very plausible, as the Indians use 
these horns for bows, possessing some means of 
straightening them out for this purpose. An ordinary 
sheep will weigh 600 or 600 pounds. 

The excitement being over (who can blame a man for 
becoming excited on Buch an occasion, when it is known 
that these animals are becoming so rare even in these 
mountains?) there was nothing left to do but resume 
our journey, regretting the haste with which we had 
acted. But not a mule was to be Been. After a few 
minutes’ search we found them in a little hollow sur¬ 
rounded by a dense thicket, in which they had unwit¬ 
tingly corralled themselves, all standing in a circle, 
with their long, solemn noses touching, seeming to be 
consulting among themselves which way to proceed to 
get away from their persecutors. We drove on for 
about fourteen miles without stopping for the day. The 
road lay in dust six inches thick, and as the wind blew 
briskly, we were constantly enveloped in a dense cloud. 
Our eyes soon felt like deserts of sand with a mud-pool 
in each corner, and we were like blind men following 
the blind. Portions of this part of the country are of 
an arid character.

- “What Shall We Feed Our Dogs!” 

“Quail” honors me too highly in asking my views in 
regard to the best food for dogs and the proper time to 
feed them, instead of referring to any one of the muny 
well known authorities ou canine matters. I trust my 
reply may give him some new ideas on the subject. If 
not, it will at least show my desire to serve him, be¬ 
sides helping me to pass an hour of this doleful, rainy 
night pleasantly. 

M.y experience, which extends to setters and pointers 
only, may differ somewhat from that of other sports¬ 
men, probably more competent than I to give advice 
on kennel management. Should any brother sportsman 
consider me wrong on any point, I trust he wll for 
Quails sake, as well as my own, correct me, giving “a 
reason for the faith that is in him.” Three general 
rules may be given, which I believe none will dispute, 

First. Attend in person to the feeding of your aogs, 
whether they be puppies yet unweaned or old and 
faithful companions. 

Second. Let them have as little fatty and greasy 
matter as possible. 

Third, Let them never be in want of fresh water to 
drink. 

Let us commence with our canine friends while yet 
in the nest, for that is the proper time to begin their 
diet. We will take it for granted that the dam, which 
has been fed on safe, nutritious food, has a large litter, 
which she has, at no little expense of blood and mus¬ 
cle, brought to the age of say three weeks, or even four 
weeks, if the litter is small or the dam does not show 
by her wasted appearance or action that her family are 
a heavy drain upon her. It is now time we should help 
supporting the interesting family, and while the moth¬ 
er is off taking her usual exercises, let uh begin. Pre¬ 
vent the mother returning to the litter until the pup- 

E ies are anxious for refreshments, a fact they wifi not 
esitate to announce, for they lunch often. Then take 
a pen of sweet milk, adding enough hot water to make 
it warm, and stick the noses of each of the youngsters 
into it. They will naturally lick off their noseB, and 
discovering a new source of supplies they will soon 
take to lapping milk as if they never again expected the 
pleasure of worrying their mother. The first trial is 
generally successful; the second or third always so. 
After they all seem to be well filled, let the now anx¬ 
ious mother join the family circle. She will be wel¬ 
comed as the fiesert.. After a good square meal, she 
supplies the strawberries aud cream for the occasion. 
Let the dam remain as long as she wishes, but as soon 
as Bhe leaves the litter, again detain her and repeat the 
operation; only at night let her come and go at will. 
After a few days begin to crumble into the milk a little 
bread, and later stir in a little well boiled rice; giving 
the puppies but three or four feeds daily, as weaning 
time approaches. At five or six weeks old they are 
ready to leave their mother. In this way a small and 
light bitch may rear a large litter; twice as many as it 
would be safe to allow her to nurse, without help, until 
weaning time. It is after the puppies are three or four 
weeks old that they become so great a drain upon the 
bitch as to injure her health, which in turn effects the 
health of the puppies. Those puppies which do not 
Beem to thrive require particular attention, ub the strong¬ 
er ones, while nursing, give them but little cbancc to 
get proper nourishment from the mother. 

After weaning, keep the puppies in a dean, dry 
place, allowing them to play out doors when it is dry 
and warm, for fresh sweet air is the best of food, and 
feed three times a day on milk, stirring in bread, rice 
or oatmeal porridge, or all together, as desired. This 
la all thev need until four or five -months old, not for¬ 
getting, nowever. to sec that they have a lot of old dry 
smooth bones to bite upon.' After say five months of 
age they may be fed a little mill cooked lean meat, 
though it Is preferable to feed no meat until almost 
manured, vegetables of any kind, if well cooked, with 
boiled rice ana bread of a coarse kind, either of wheat, 
corn or oat meal, and, when possible, milk are all that 
is needed, and far better than moat. 

When the distemper attacks the puppy fed in this 
way, his advantage over one reared on meat and greasy, 
fatty food is Boon seen, the chances of the former to 
reoover (• far greater than the latter. If a dog is out of 


order, sometimes declining to eat, withholding food en¬ 
tirely for a day often corrects the disorder, but if not 
it is sometimes best to change the diet rather than 
resort to medicine, by giving a feed or two of well 
cooked meat and then reluming to the. vegetable fare. 
A sort of sloppy Med, made by boiling vegetables aud 
a little lean meat until they become a very thick soup, 
makes a very good change. Boiled liver ie often fed, 
when a luxalive is required. 

When four to eight months of age puppies should be 
fed not to exceed three times daily—twice is euough— 
though they should have large bones, from which has 
been taken all the meat possible to cut off. Both ihe 
the teeth and stomach demund this, for reasons staled 
hereafter. 

The youngsters have now arrived at eight or nine 
months of age, and'will soon be expected to enter the 
field and do a fair amount of work. Mentally they un¬ 
ready to render some service to their master, who bus 
the youngsters well “yard broken," and they must be 
so fed sb to help them to mature physically as fast as 
possible, to be able to endure a fair days field work. 
They must now be fed most nutritious food, and pleniy 
of it, and they muBt receive it regularly once a day. 
The best time is in the evening, for during the night 
the food is digested add in the morning, when work is 
required to be done, the stomach is not loaded with 
food and Ihe exercise required soon causes the bowels, 
even if sluggish, to move. After five minutes of exer¬ 
cise the dogrf are in perfect order,- ready for u» eight or 
even ten hours run. Dogs fed regularly buLonce u day 
are not apt to be overfed, though the season of the 
year and the work demanded of a dog must determine 
both the kind and quantity of food to be fed. 

The ten months’ old puppy should not receive so 
much meat us the matured dog, nor can meat be fed us 
freely in summer as in winter. 

A aog not required to work should be fed lightly, and 
as more exercise is demanded more nourishing food 
must be given. The best food for a youug dog, and 
even for an old one wben not at work, is simply a 
coarse cake made of half oat meal (the course ground 
kind) and half corn meal. Be sure it is old corn ., for 
new corn often scours badly. To make the cuke, boil 
some milk (though water will do) stirring in balf corn 
and half oat meal until as thick as molasses; let it boil 
until quite thick, and when well cooked pour into a pau 
and put into the oven to bake until dry aud fine. A 
little salt should be added while boiling, and when 
milk is used add a little soda, particularly in warm 
weather. 

This cake may be fed dry—but better soaked in milk 
—but best of all when crumbled up in a Boup, made as 
follows: (Your dogs must have a bone now and then, 
for it helps keep the teeth clean, free from tartar, and 
the Baliva swallowed while knawing at a bone, is of 
great benefit to the stomach in aiding digestion.) Get 
any large bones from the butcher (you don’t want much 
meat) and cut off all the fat. Boil them in water until 
the meat is ready to strip off, then take out the bones 
and the meat that sticks to them and boil down the 
soup remaining until quite thick. Skim off the grease 
on the top and the balance put away to cool. It will 
be like jelly wben cold, and a very little of it stirred 
up with the crumbled cake makes a splendid feed, 
which is greedily eaten. The cake, if baked hard und 
kept in a dry place, will remain sweet for days. When 
the dogs are not at work, the cake fed dry oi- soaked in 
water is sufficiently nourishing, particularly when fed 
with the vegetable scraps from ibe table. The bones 
and meat should be given after the cake feed, and, us I 
have said, for young dogs and those not at hard work, 
the less meat the better. This cake, aud a bone with 
plenty of lean raw meat on it, is the best of food for a 
dog working day after day, and it is only to a dog at 
constant hard work that raw meat Bhould be fed. Meat 
and bones, or any dry food, if thrown upon the ground, 
so that quite a little dirt sticks to the food, is consider¬ 
ed more wholesome, as the dirt is medicinal. It is a 
dog’s “stomach bitters." 

Oat meal is much more nourishing than corn meal, 
but wben I can not get the former 1 make a corn cake, 
baking it hard also, and feed a little more meat. How¬ 
ever, when oat meal cannot be had, I generally make a 
mixed feed as follows, which, though richer, Is perhapB 
no better than the oat meal cake. It does not stay 
sweet so long and is more troublesome to make. I take 
any cheap lean beef I can get of tbe butcher, and boil 
it in plenty of water until tbe meat is in shreds, then 
stir in the corn meal and boil altogether until the meal 
is well cooked; then pour it Into a pan and bake until 
quite stiff and dry. Feed cold and dry. It is a splen¬ 
did feed and cheap, which is an item where one keeps 
several dogs. The vegetables, such as mashed or 
stewed potatoes, cabbage, hominy, beaus, peas, etc., 
scraped from the plates, should be fed with the regular 
feed—but no gravies or fatty matter should be given, as 

n may occasion troublesome skin diseases. If a dog 
ines to eat, do not allow the food to remain before 
him, but remove it. The fast until next feeding time, 
if not to be worked, will prove of sanitary benefit. 
When a dog stops feeding, remove the food, for all 
eaten after lie first shows that his appetite is satisfied, 
is worse than wasted, it is over feeding.

Chanoe the Nests. —It is a very had habit to allow 
a nest to remain for future use after a ben has hatched 
out a brood in it. The old straw, or whatever it is com¬ 
posed of, is invariably infested with lice, and even if 
it were not, the smell of a rotton egg or two, or the old 
shells, tend to propagate disease. As soon as the hen 
comes oil" with her young, take the old nest and burn 
It, and fumigate the place where the nest stood with 
sulphur; sprinkle a little on the ground also... Cleanli¬ 
ness in such mutters often leads to stocking tbe yards 
and nests with qhicken lice and disease. Clean straw 
is the best material for nests, and should be removed 
every week or two and replaced by fresh, even if tbe 
uest is used alone by the laying hens.

Fishing Trip to Fox Lake. 

In a quiet retreat of McHenry county, about two 
hours’ ride from the village by the same name, Hob one 
of the pleasantest lakes of the west. Until recently 
but little known or cared for, it has enjoyed that beau¬ 
tiful and majestic quiet which has ever reigned there, 
and of late attracted the sportsman from the city, where 
he can while away hla spare hours during warm weath¬ 
er on an expanse of clear water, full of the finest fishes. 
Fox Lake is about nine miles from McHenry, accessi¬ 
ble either by river of the same name or by the public 
road. McHenry is situated on the Wisconsin Division 
of the Northwestern Railroad, about 45 miles from Chi¬ 
cago, is convenient to the railroad and easily accessi¬ 
ble, as from eight to ten passenger trains pass there 

daily. . , . 

Our party, which consisted of our editorial res anil 
the famoiiB author of’’Fiye Days a Politician,' with a 
junior member of the same firm, left Chicago by the af¬ 
ternoon train and arrived at McHenry about fit o clock 
in the evening, Justin time for supper. -We were taken 
by the Parker House ’buss to that hostlery, which is 
noted for its good fare at low rates, where soon after 
we replenished our breadbaskets with genuine country 
milk, ham and fresh eggs, etc., and were ready to 
proceed further. At the front door the carriage waited 
to receive its prospective precious load, and then over 
the hills to the elui-bouse.” Passing along the main 
road of the town we observed sundry improvements 
in progress, and the fact also became apparent that its 
length was greater than its breadth. At-lne head of the 
street leading to the river, and upon its banks, is situa- 
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T EL E FIELD. 


To eat fish before catching any did very well for a be¬ 
ginning. This fish, however, Is not by any means a 
very large one from this lake. They have frequently 
bees caught weighing as much as 18,14 and 15 pounds. 

After breakfast we returned to the Club House where 
our friend DeCarteret, who keeps an excellent sail boat, 
was engaged to give us a sail up the lake. This boat 
was formerly employed In the conveyance of passen¬ 
gers from the wharf to the crib, and also to Lincoln 
Park, before the fire. Many are the Bkeckels that De- 
Carteret has swept in from this source of revenue, in 
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is the best time. When a cold wind from the North or 
North-east stirs up the water of the lake, fishing Is gen¬ 
erally poor. This was the case nearly all day Sunday 
until in the afternoon about 0 o'clock when, the weather 
had muoh Improved and with It the fishing also. 
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Carteret has swept in from this source of revenue, in 
times gone by. The boat made its last trip on Lake 
Michigan to Waukegan, about two years ago, from 
whence it was taken to its present abode. Our sail up 
the lake, from the wharf at the foot of the bluff in front 
of the Club House, was a charming one. The wind 
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can be found at very reasonable rates. In tne base¬ 
ment, or first story, is a billiard ball, kept by a brother 
sportsman, Mr. H. D. Holmes. Arriving at the bank 
of the river the question arose, how to proceed further, 
by boat or to continue in our double-barrelled rig. 1 be 
steamer did not run except by special charter and six¬ 
teen dollars’ worth of Uncle Sam’9 greenbacks; and find- 
ing that if we engaged a row-boat with captain it would 
entail an arrival at Fox Lake about midnight, we con¬ 
cluded to continue our journey in the condition in 
which we started. After a drive of about 81 hours from 
evening, through twilight into the darkness and then 
moonlight, up-nill, down-hill, into the woods, out of 
the woods, through narrow passes hedged about with 
thick foliage and branches, we finally arrived at a gate 
which had to be opened to admit ub to the heme- 
stretch.” . , , .. 

While passing through some dark, ominous looking 
places, our junior member, Harry, begun to speculate 
upon the number and character of the bears that 
might lay concealed in the thickets near by, and once 
expressed the wish that he had gone to Geneva Lake 
instead of Fox Lake.

kitchen and wine room of the Club House, and who 
never sleeps during business houre, except, perhaps, 
with one eye open—we soon had Smith on the spot,

A drive of half a mile brought us up to a small school 
house, size about 20x34 feet, with a seating capacity of 
about 40.

by Morpheus. This little nap seemed greatly to have re- 
freshed and recuperated our brother quill-pusher, fbr 


S lckerel, with the following result: One and a half 
ozen minnows eaten off the hook, five or six good siz¬ 
ed fish to the top of the water, two or three whoppers 
to the edge of the boat, with but two bass successfully 
landed Inside. Disgusted with our lack of piscatorial 
science, we went ashore, and after some fun with the 
Juveniles In the vicinity of the Elgin club house, a par 
ty of us went up the beach about midway between the 
two club houses and had a swim in the lake. 

Evening and twilight came and went, but the fishers 
failed to put in an appearance. Not until late in the 
evening, between nine and ton o’clock, guided by the 
stronglight of a bright moon did the expedition return. 
However, they bad made it pay to stay so long, for they 
brought with them quite a number of large sized fish, 
consisting of rock bass, strawberry bass, pickerel and 
cat-fish, In all about 40 lbs. weight, and the fish were 
biting well when they quit. These in addition to the 
two captured in the afternoon, we packed into ice ob¬ 
tained from Capt. Lippincott, who has an ice house on 
his premises. 

The next morning we rose at about 4 o clock, in time 
to see the sun rise, which it did with great splendor, this 
particular morning. 

Our mau whom we had hired on the evening of our 
arrival at McHenry, to row us back to town in time for 
the Monday train, was on hand promptly at 4 o'clock. 
After a hasty breakfast we embarked, taking our box 
of fish aboard with us. Wo passed along the upper 
portion of Grass lake, then through Pistague lake, pass¬ 
ing Nipersink Point, into Fox river, along which at 
times there is first-class trolling, but we moved too fast 
to accomplish much, and caught only one bass on out 
way down. We also secured a few beautiful water- 
lilies, which grow in abundance in Pistague lake ami 
along the course of the river. We arrived in McHenry 
just in time for the 8:80 train. At the depot we met 
Capt. Lippincott and his wife, who were on their way 
to the city. Another ride of two and a half hours 
brought us back to town, well pleased with our visit, 
and feeling much better after our two days of sport. 

A word or two on the accommodations to be had at 
these lakes, by parties desiring to go there. There are 
no hotels or public places. The club houses are pri¬ 
vate Institutions, belonging to Chicago and Elgin pco 
pie. There are, however, at Nipersink Point, two 
boarding houses where first-rate accommodations can 
be had at low rates. Mr. Robert E. 8 anley, whose ad¬ 
vertisement will be found in another column, keeps one 
of them, situated only a short distance from the two 
club houses. At Fox lake, Capt. Lippincott may prob¬ 
ably be induced to act as landlord; he has been known

The absence of Bodlne detracted from the Interest attaching to 
this race; still there were two fleet ones left in Nettie and Lulu, 
and expectation ran high as to wbat they would do. Lula was a 
decided favorite lu the pools, selling at $100 to $50 foe Nettie. As 
a race it was rather monotonous, but, withal proved a feature of 
the meeting, and gave it a brilliant wind-up. The first heat was 
comparatively slow, owing to Nettie’s making a bad break near 
the half-mile pole, and Green's waiting for her on the third quar¬ 
ter, but the second and third heats were accomplished in time 
that created immense enthusiasm.

Arts and Artists. 

“I did not expect that would suit the critics,” was the 
quiet remark of L. C. Earle, concerning a novel picture 
of snipe on the wing. This was the fifth commission 
of this subject, which he had received from enthusias¬ 
tic sportsmen, and <ach different in position of the 
birds and character of the surrounding. In the present 
scene, the sun has gone down, the brilliant colors have 
faded away, and the over arching vault of heaven ap¬ 
pears intensely blue. To a dweller on the level ground 
of the west, the phenomena of sunsets in wild moun¬ 
tain regions Beem peculiar, and there is a fascination in 
all descriptions of Alpine glories, such as is bo fre¬ 
quently studied by the travelers in the valleys, when in 
the twilight they can look for half an hour to the radi¬ 
ant summit of Mount Blanc, and after the sun ceases 
to reach its summit cap admire “the after glow” re¬ 
flected od the fields of snow in regal colors through the 
condensing vapors far to the west. The prevalence of 
the intense blue in Mr. Earle's picture arouses inquiry, 
whether most people are really observant of the usual 
atmospheric changes, even if they heed not the optical 
explanation of the blue being the complement of the 
orange tints which disappear soon after the sun has set. 
The artist more strongly indicates the approach of 
night by the cold, sombre, dull, uniform blueisb-grey 
tint of the clouds near the horizon, which will soon 
reach to the zenith. In the evening light, the reflection 
in a distant sheet of water has a greenish cast, but near¬ 
er the marshy pool harmonizes in color with the clear 
sky. Over the long grasses of the marshy lake, a brace 
of snipe are in swift flight, and as they are at a little 
elevation, the faint rays of light fall strongly on them 
and mark plainly not only their positions, especially of 
one with wings in rapid motion, but even the delicate 
mottling of this bird so interesting to Bportsmen. They 
have too often heard the evening call of the male, al¬ 
ways uttered on the wing, in a mixture of piping and 
bleating, and swelled and hurried, as the bird ascends 
with quivering wings, not to know that the favorite 
feeding time of snipe is during the night, for their eyes 
are not much wanted in the capture of their prey, which 
is discovered by the long sentient bill, thrust into the 
mud. 

On public exhibition, with this flight of birds in the 
twilight, is a scene from a sketch by the artist in Ger¬ 
many. An interior of a shop, with a well wom stone 
floor and battered wall, shows a red whiskered man 
closely ATRminlng the blades of scissors, but careless of 
the little girl who patiently toils at the grindstone. In 
her little red dress she stands In the shadow, and the 
natural sympathy for her In hard labor, calls special 
attention to the effort she Is making; but other besides 
Benjamin Franklin have learned that when a hatchet 


ably mingled with daily life. 

The artist has now gone to 8t. ’Paul, but he left on 
the easel a little plcure in which the background con- 
-sists of the long water-worn and mouldy brick stair¬ 
way, leading to the cemetery near a monastery at 
LandBliut, one of the quiet antiquated cities of Bava¬ 
ria. The whole forms an effective background for a 
figure piece, but the eye quickly turns to the sunny 
head of a little girl, which is winning in Its naive ex¬ 
pression of childhood and constant contrasts of warm 
light and pure shadow. Such variety of study proves 
interesting to the visitor, and the artist promises to re¬ 
turn from Minnesota with new material. 

San Francisco has been a true Eldorado for artists, 
and their summer exhibition has given an opportunity 
to judge of the progress of our occidental brother. The 
main interest centered around the big battle picture of 
"Lookout Mountain," which will be at Indianapolis 
this fall, and the Californian artists did not receive as 
much attention as usual. 8. M. Brookes, in whom Chi¬ 
cago people take interest, from his early sketching here 
in 1832, had an animal and chicken piece, and has re¬ 
cently made several close studies of fish, of which the 
best is that of a couple of large mackerel hanging 
against a gray wall. “Among the Heathen," by E. 
Jurgensen, forcibly represents the degradation of the 
Chinese, who swarm through the close alleys of San 
Francisco, and crowd into lofty tenement houses. 

Woodward’s garden is the favorite resort of all class¬ 
es, but the attempt to impart to it an artistic charac¬ 
ter, is a lamentable failure. 

Chicago artistB are well represented on the Pacific 
slope. Ford is painting landscapes at Santa Barbara. 
CoggBwell succeeds both in painting portraits and rais¬ 
ing fruit, and is in very prosperous circumstances. 
Deakin pushes rapidly on, while. Woodman occasional¬ 
ly receives some rebuffs, and among the ladieB, Miss 
Wrigley is preparing for a two monlhs’ sketching tour 
in the Yo Semite Valley. 

The School of Design has opened early its fall session, 
under the charge of Virgil Williams, and its prospects 
are very good. ^_ 

The popularity of rifle shooting, which is compara¬ 
tively a lately introduced pastime, will not fail in bring¬ 
ing out prodigies of skill in this particular exercise. 
The English papers speak of a Japanese officer who has 
been astonishing the professional world by making 
bull's-eyes from the shoulder at 1000 yardB. Rumor, 
however, as is usual. Is very vague in reference to 
him. Now he is a Japanese who cannot speak a word 
of any European language; now an Englishman bom 
and educated in Japan. We should not be at all sur¬ 
prised If eventually the peculiar aptitude of the Japan¬ 
ese in rifle Bhooting and other military arts, should 
eclipse some of our own efforts. Their steadiness of 
nerve, and accuracy, are already demonstrated by their 
remarkable feats in the different athletic and almost 
magical manipulation of knives and other instruments. 
The shot referred lo rejoices in the name of Maj. Mur- 
etta, and is said to have worsted the best rifle in¬ 
structor in the military camp at Hythe, England. 
Moreover, when he was afterward purposely misin¬ 
formed of the distance, he still effected the same suc- 
sess with the same ooolness. 


The Type Writes. —One of the curious and conven¬ 
ient inventions of the day is the Type Writer, lately in¬ 
vented and introduced by the firm of Remington & 
Sons. As we write there lies before us a copy of the 
work done by this machine, and we can safely say that 
for neatness of execution and conaplcuity, it leaves 
nothing to be desired, and we have no doubt that it is 
destined to relieve many a one from the bore and nuis¬ 
ance of deciphering the cacography of many who have 
not the aptitude of writing distinctly. More than this, 
it diminishes the labor considerably, as. the operator 
can write from 60 to 100 words a minute, and then one 
knows that when thus printed, it can be allowed to cool 
without becoming Illegible. We should suppose that 
the machine would be of decided benefit for Important 
documents, as any -manipulation with them would be 
much more difficult and decidedly more manifest.. It 
is unnecessary to attempt any description of it, Miss 
glance of It, which can be had at Remington’s store, 
would he worth twenty descriptions.
